No- 31/B/65-Adjn-B. —^The President is pleased, on the occasion of Indepen¬ 
dence D ly, 1965, to award aij Appreciation Certificate to the undermentioned officer 
of the Collectorate of Central Excise, Madras, for exceptionally meritorious service 
rendered when undertaking a task even at the risk of his life; — 

Name of the officer and rank: 

Shrl W. Joseph Anthony Do Cruz, Inspector of Central Excise. 

Statement of services for which the Certificate is awarded: 

On 10th January 1965, Shri De Cruz along with his Patrol Preventive Party 
went in a catamaran on sea patrol from Nagapattlnara. At about 5.30 A.M.. he 
noticed a JafEnlte catamaran with contraband moving In the direction of the shore 
of Vizhundamavadl Village, about 10 miles from Nagapattinam. He approached 
the craft and challenged It to stop for Customs verification, but the Jaffnite craft 
took a turn and started speeding away to the high seas. As the signals riven by 
Shrl De Cruz proved futile, he opened fire to atop the Jaffnite vessel. The craft 
again turned round this time towards the shore, and ultimately landed on the shore. 
The crew made good their escape, abandonlpg the catamaran on the shore. The 
catamaran, fitted ndth two outboard motors and containing 29 bags of betelnuts 
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valued at about Rs. 20,550/- was then seized by Sbrl De Cruz and his paity. Jn 
eilecthig this seizure, Shrl De Cruz exposed himsell to grave risk to his hie, there¬ 
by displaying commendable courage and great devotion to duty,

Shrl Patrick Edmond Somers, Chief Inspector. 

Statement of servicea for which the Certificate is awarded: 

On 20th July, 1963, Shrl Somers led a Customs party disguised as dshermcn 
and proceeded to sea in a mechanised llshing launch to chase s.s. ISLAMI which 
was approachmg the port from Jeddah. The party had hardly left the shore when 
they encountered stormy weather and heavy seas, but they did not stop despite 
cautionary storm signal shown to them. Oh the voyage, the party was exposed 
to grave risk of capsizing, but they proceeded with their mission. At day break, 
s.s. lacAMl was sighted and despite rough weather, the lishlng launch was 
brought close to the ship. The party hoodwinked the ship's crew into believing 
tnai. iney nad come to take aenvery or tne contraband. The crew thereupon 
threw overboard a guimy bag containing wrist watches worth about Rs. 2 lakhs, 
which the Customs Party tuen retrievea from the sea at the risk of the fishing 
boat capsizing in the high seas. 

Again in the night of 30th December, 1903, on receipt of information that a 
venei containing contraband would be arriving from Dubai, Shrl Somers with a 
Customs party went to conauct patrol of tne suspect area, but the venicle was 
not signted on that day. He again proceeded to tne suspect area on 31st Decem¬ 
ber, 1963, although he was Informed that the vessel would bo fully armed. At 
about 10-00 P.M., the suspect vessel was sighted, but It sped away towards sea. 
Alter a chase of a few miles, Shrl Somers tired two rounds in the air. The sus¬ 
pect vessel stopped, but it was aittlcult to go alongside her for boarding due to 
heavy seas. In order to effect the seizure, Shrl Somers Jumped across and In 
this attempt, he almost fell Into the sea. The vessel was then brought to calm 
waters where the Customs party boarded her and recovered contraband valued 
at about Rs. 6 lakhs. 

In effecting the above seizures, Shrl Somers exposed himself to grave risk 
to his life, thereby displaying commendable courage and great devotion to duty.

Shrl Randive rounded them up for a close 
search, They were found to be smugglers and one of them charged Shrl Randive 
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with a big knife. He was, however, fortunately disarmed and Shrl Randlve ulti¬ 
mately succeeded in sizing SUUi) lolau of foreign marked gold from the gang.
